SUBSTITUTE FOR STRIKES AND LOOKOUTS. 
_ The acceptance by the operatives of the Fall River ot- 
_ ton mills of the decision of a “referee” on whom they 
themselves agreed, is not so notable as the fact that he 
- fvas selected to investigate business conditions and to give 
_ @ judgment based on them as a basis of settlement for all 
> .questions of wages under existing conditions, in the Fall 
River trade. ss : 

Acting as referee in the investigation, Gov. Douglas of 
Massachusetts took into consideration the existing price 
of cotton and the prices of cotton goods. As between 
‘these it was assumed that there must be a margin allowing 
6 per cent for dividends and 5 per cent for depreciation of 
plant, and that before a wage scale already agreed on is 
changed, the difference between the price of the finished 
product and that of the raw material must be great enough 
to permit an increase in wages et a definite rate per cent. 
This assumption is remarkable, because it offers business 
principles as a substitute for strikes and lockouts. 

As referee, Gov. Douglas found that the present margin 

| does not justify the proposed wage increase and decided ac- 
‘ cordingly. If his fairness is left out of consideration, the 
. decision is against his political interests, but ghe point in 
the case which challenges the general attention of the 
country is that it is a methodical attempt to apply the 
principles of strict business in the settlement of wage dis- 
putes, which have continued for more than a generation 

of contention, generally unregulated and often passionate. 

' ") Whether this attempt succeeds or not, the only settle- 
~ ‘ment for differences in business is the rule of business 
principle.

ARTIFICIAL COTTON. 

Some recent experiments bave been made in Bavaria in 
regard to preparing artificial cotton from pine wood, and 
it is said that the new process allows it to be made cheaply 
enough so that the artificial cotton may compete with the 
natural products, In the method which has proved the most 
successful the wood, which has had the bark removed, is 
cut into thin sticks or fibers one-sixteenth of an inch or less 
in thickness. These are placed in a large horizontal copper 
cylinder lined with lead, into which steam is passed. When 
the separating action of the steam on the wood fiber has 
been prolonged sufficiently, an acid solution of sodium sul- 
phite is added and the cylinder is heated under a pressure 
of three atmospheres during 36 hours. The wood, which 
has become completely white, is washed and then passed 
through a crusher. After washing again, the fibers are 
further whitened by a chloride of lime treatment. The 
matter which !s thus obtained is dried and constitutes a 
pure cellulose which is then heated under pressure with a 
mixture of nitric and hydrochloric acids and chloride of 
zinc. The pasty mass thus formed is mized with a little 
gelatin and castor o!l, which give a certain resistance to 
the fiber. The cellulose is then formed into fine threads by 
a spinning machine, and these are washed in a carbonate of 
soda solution and dried. These threads are said to form 4 
very good fabric when woven, and can easily be dyed. Al- 
though the experiments have as yet been carried on only 
in the laboratory, there is no doubt that the process may 
be applied on a large scale, thus coming into the Muropean 
market as a competitor for the imported cotton. 


LIGHT DIRECT FROM FRICTION. 

Cc. Hess, in Physikalische Zeitschrift, describes a curious 
phenomenon which appears to offer a method of converting 
friction direct into light of a very economical kind. He 
was experimenting with an electrodeless tube held in the 
hand and connected with one termina] of a Holts machine, 
while the other end of the tube faced the second terminal 
of the machine. The tube thus represented a kind of Kleist 
jar, and on touching the free end with the free hand a 
shock was felt and a luminous discharge passed through 
the tube. This might have been expected, but the author 
also found that subsequently the tube could be brought 
to flash up by simply rubbing the hand over it. He then 
examined a number of vacuum vessels of all kinds, includ- 
ing glass spheres, Geisler tubes containing oxygen, hy- 
drogen, nitrogen, carbonic oxide and acid, argon and helium. 
as well as glow lamps of various makes, and finaliy the 
Torricellian vacuum., In every case the vessel could be 
brought to shine out by friction only, though the first in- 
candescence was sometimes slow in coming. At lower @x- 
haustions, the light consists of a cloud which follows the 
hand, while at higher vacua a ring of light adheres to the 
walls and moves with the finger, or a little more slowly. 
Hydrogen tubes are extremely sensitive, and may be 
brought to shine out by means of a fine brush. The author 
supposes that the gas is ionized by the first friction, and 
is thereafter capable of discharging subsequent charges, 
the electrons proceeding from the walls and colliding with 
the positive fons at distances varying with the pressure. -

HOLDENVILLE. I. T., May 2.—Mrs. A. 
B. Davis a Seminole woman who is as- 
sisting the Government enrolling party at 
Wewoka to enroll Seminole babies, is one 
of the most influential women of the tribe 
and her advice and counsel! is heeded by 
them almost as sacredly as is thet of Jofin 
Brown, who was recently elected Governor 
of the nation. She its a highly educated 
woman and has keen business judgment. 
Her home is at Sassawka and she has two 
ttle eons who are natural mualcians. 

Several months ago Mrs. Davis accom- 
panied a party of Seminole Indfans to 
Mexico, and among the party was Hal- 
putta, the chief, who died since ther re- 
turn. It was mainiy on his account that 
the trip was taken at the time it was, in 
hopes of benefiting his health and on his 
account the party returned sooner than 
it was intended, and #t was but a short 
time after their return that bis death oc- 
curred.

The last two visits which Charles Haw- 
trey has made to St. Louls have not justi- 
fied giving us se much time. Last season 
he produced "The Man From Blankley’s’’ 
at the Olympic, and this season he revived 
“The Messenger From Mars’’ at the Cen- 
tury. It is quite safe to say that this de- 
lightful comedian did not have one single 
good house during either of those engage- 
ments. It was not because of his plays, 
But because Mr. Hawtrey's is a name with 
Singularly little magic in the city of St. 
Leoule, I am convinced that this in no wise 
feflects upon Mr. Hawtrey's ability as an 
actor, any more than the same thing in 
less degree reflects upon Otis Skinner, who, 
though particularily strong in some other 
Sections of the country, has somehow never 
Sstablished himeelf upon a really popular 
footing with the people of St. Louts. 
Perhaps the most notebe proof that st. 
Leuls is sometimes inclined to a nonsense 
O€ proportion in ranking the players is 
furnished in the treatment given Miss Ada 
Behan when she comes here. There are 
few players whom much of the country, 
partiowlarly~ the Hast, holds as high as 
Miss Rehan is held; but in St. Louls sho 
ig Givested of much of that fine apprecia- 
thon of her which. is notable in other com. 
munities, and perhaps the smallest auv- 
Giences she has played to in her last two 
Western tours have greeted her here tn 
St. Louis. 

Sir Henry Irving is another player—an 
_Wustrious player—whose visits prove that 
St. Louts ts not influenced in its choice of 
favorites by the judgment of the rest of 
the playgoers of America, or, for that 
matter, eyen those of much else of the 
Jnited States, Canada and the British 
Isles.

Her name 
is possessed of great magic here. Favorit- 
ism applies to her in its true sense, as it 
does to Maud Adams. Mrs. 
ean outdraw either of them as an attrac- 
tion, does not appeal to the community in 
the same way that these two wonderful 
giris do. 

Julia Marlawe ranks after Barrymore. 
Miss Marlowe has alwayes been a St. Louis 
favorite, and she remains so today. It is 
doubtful, though, if she is more popular 
here than E. H. Sothern, with whom she is 
playing now. After Mansfield. Sothern is 
the favorite actor of Bt. Loufs. 

Edna May ranks high in the list. This de 
mire girl of wistful beauty is remarkably 
liked in St. Louis. Like Adams and Bar- 
rymore, she has an appealing personality 
which about hits the spot, 

Viala Allen is perhaps the next in popu- 
laritv here. ‘There is about her a charm 
which cannot be hid by the smoke of this 
eity of carboniferous skies. Whatever her 
pay, she is always assured of a fine audi- 
ence in 8t. Louls.

Maxine Eliott ts a big drawing card in 
St. Lows. Singularly, as much as her 
husband, Nat Goodwin, is appreclated here, 
the beautiful Maxine leads him in St. Louis 
in the size of her audiences and in the sum 
of ker receipts. It is doubtful if the real 
bon-tons of the city turn out to see any- 
one else in such unantmity as character- 
izes their actions when Miss Hiliott comes. 
The nights she plays tn St. Louts are nights 
when ‘the streets about her theater are 
filled with carriages and automobiles. Her 
vogue here has Increased wonderfully with- 
in the last year.

Blarrhe Bates is liked in St. Louls. The 
city has a very fine regard for her ability, 
and if she comes here she would be attend- 
ed with much enthusiasm. Miss Bates 
and Bleanor Robson are just about share 
and share alike in the esteem of St. Louis.

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Shubert is dead, but his plan to 
oppose the theatrical syndicate with an- 
other theatrical syndicate goes marching 
on. The Shuberts will make the St. Louis 
exclusion of independents short-lived. 1 
am informed by good authority that when 
the new Garrick Theater opens the first 
of next September for the season of 1906-6 
it will be as an out-and-out independent 
house, and that among the principal at- 
tractions already booked for its season 
are David Warfield in “‘The Music Mas- 
ter,’ Mrs. Lesiie Carter in “‘Adrea,’ Mrs 
Fiske in ‘TIeah Kheschma’’ and other 
plays of her repertoire, and Miss Blanche 
Rates. In addition to Mrs. Fiske and 
theso three Belasco stars, the Garrick 
will have the Shubert productions, and 
perhaps those of one or two other pro- 
ducers who will secede from the syndi- 
eate with them. The policy of the house 
will be altered somewhat. It will become 
a straight $1.50 theater. There will be 
no more professional matinees on Friday 
nor any Sunday matinees. The three Be- 
laseo productions will be expected to fill 
some eight weeks of the season, and Mrs. 
Fiske will 
two weeks—making 10 weeks of the Gar- 
rick season to be supplied by the inde- 
pendents, to whom all the thenters of St. 
Touls have been closed during the sea- 
son just ended. Bernharét, Duge and the 
grand opera company which is opening 
the Waldorf Theater in London for the 
Shuberts are to be the notable importa- 
tions from Europe for the Shuberts’ 
American season of 1906-6 here and else- 
where. The authority who vouchsafes this 
information says that while the death of 
Sam Shubert is holding the big plans of 
the firm itn abeyance, there will be no 
departure from them, arrangements hav- 
ing been made to admit to the firm a 
couple of American theatrical men, who 
will carry the Shubert program of inde- 
pendence and expansion ahead with quite 
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Sam Shubert lived to remain the execu-

The theatrical syndicate is doubtless 
closing its last season as an intact and im- 
pregnable organization. The defection of 
the Shuberts to the independents will be 
followed by other withdrawals which will 
make the one organization as powerful, in 
time, as the other. In such unton as the 
theatrical syndicate stands upon there is 
alwavs dissent 

The now the syndicate 
was perhaps more objectionable here in St. 
Louis than it has been in any other city in 
America. Mrs. Fiske and the Belasco stars 
could not play here at all within the last 
season, the arrangement between Klaw & 
Erlanger and Stair & Haviin having closed 
every playhouse in St. Louis against them. 
It was only when the Odeon reverted to its 
former owners that even an auditorium be- 
came them here. This was 
unsatisfactory, because the Odeon is a 
music hall and not suited to dramatie pro- 
ductions. Naturally, St. Louis resented 
this exclusion, and it was in a mood to hail 
any deliverer. That the Shuberts were to 
come forward in this role has been evident 
for some months. 

The next season will be the best, the- 
atrically, that St. Louis has ever known. 
We shall have good competition. Produc- 
ers will look to the worth of their produc- 
tions. The community will have something 
to choose from ,and the drama will be 
healthfully stimulated here in this fourth 
largest city of the American’ continent, 
which has never enjoyed its just rank ag 
a theatrical city, because, in shutting out 
competition, the St. Louls theatrical pow- 
ers have stultifled the growth of the the- 
ater as an institution. 

The independence of the 
welcomed with rejoicing. we shall 
have the whole American rical world 
free to c&me and go here, and it is the peo- 
ple who will decide what they shall have 
and what they shall leave, and not a pre- 
sumptive commercial arbiter who can say:

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Mav 
riches to poverty;

beauty and happiness to want and sor- 
row; from thigh station as mistress of the 
Indiana State Soldiers’ Home, wife of the 
Colonel in command, to the humblest place 
of the common inmate of the public Insti- 
tution—these are the elements that go to 
make the story of the last six years, or 
less, In the life of Hester Frink Megrew. 
The final sorrow came after she made a 
failure of a World’s Fair hotel in St. 
Louis. 

In 1861, Hester Frink, Indianapolis belle, 
and John P. Megrew, newly commissioned 
as a first lieutenant in the army of the 
Union, were lovers. 

Then came estrangement during the time 
of the war of the States, and the Indianap- 
olis beauty became the wife of Maj. Walk- 
er of Evansville. 

May 26, 1896, some 35 years later, the 
stately and unusually handsome widow of 
the late Mai. Walker was married at Chi- 
the first lover, the war-time fa- 
yorite, Col. John P. Megrew, at that time 
in command at the Lafayette Soldiers’ 
Home. It was a case of romantic love 
renewed end strengthened. 

July 1, 1899, Col. Megrew and Mrs. Me- 
grew left the Soldiers’ Home, he to seek 
one path, she to follow another.’ There was 
a divorce later, secured by the wife in 
Indlanapolis. 

The last chapter has just been written in 
the Megrew story of long-enduring love 
and unexplained separation. 

The other doy Hester Frink Megrew, 
after six vears’ combat against misfortune, 
broken in health, bowed in_ spirit and

hard labor as an accessory to the fact. 
The president's summing up pointed 
strongly in favor of the woman being the

sory, and the jury, which retired at 9:30, 


returned soon after 11 o'clock with a ver- 
dict in agreement with this. 


The assistant doctor, M. Sax, was then 


ordered to communicate the verdict to the 
woman, who is deaf, and her husband.

The woman turned pale and sank 
back in her seat without a word. 


Then the court, after a short conference 


in private, pronounced the sentence. Amid 


a dramatic silence, the president said that, 
in accordance with the verdict of the jury, 
Francisca would be sentenced to death by 
hanging. Her husband's sentence would 
be eight years’ hard labor, with one day’s 
fasting every quarter. He would also have 
to pay the costs.

The new banks get a new line of capital 
and deposits. I[t must be money that is 
hidden. At least it doesn’t come out of 
other banks. 

“While there is no way of getting at the 
figures,’’ said Capt. Albright, “I believe 
there is as much money hidden in socks 
and under carpets or buried or carried 
as there is in the banks. The deposits of 
the State and national banks exceed $109,- 
000,000 in Kansas. This means, if I am right 
in my conclusions, that there is $200,000,000 
of cash in the State, or about $14 per 
capita."’ 

Two years ago the Legisiature passed 
a law fixing the minimum capital of State 
banks at $10,000. Prior to that, the minl- 
mum was $5000. The same law gave all 
$5000 banks two years in which to increase 
their capital to $10,000. At that time there 
were 169 $5000 banks in the State. They 
have all increased their capital as required 
by law. Today there is not a $5000 State 
bank in Kansas. And the remarkable thing 
is tnat more than 50 per cent of those 
banks increased their capital from the sur- 
plus fund. In other words, aside from pay- 
ing the usual 6 per cent dividends on old 


stock dividend to double their capital. Not 
a single smaijl bank went out of business 
as a result of the law. 

New banks are being organized rapidly. 
Thirty-one have been established since 
Jan. 1. Twelve more have been chartered 
and are waiting for the State bank com- 
missioner to institute them.

Frank Barker Will Press Button 
in His Bound Hands Theat 
Open Electrical Drop. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
LINCOLN, Neb:, May »),—Frank Barker, 


eunvicted of the murder of his brother, 
Daniel, and also the brother's wife, and 
now incarcerated in the Nebraska peniten- 
tiary, awaiting the noose of the hangman 
for his double crime, is to be his own exe- 
cutioner. 

The decree of the Nebraska Supreme 
Court, which has reviewed Barker's case 
and affirmed the finding of the jury and 
the trfal court, has ordered the execution 
for Friday, June 16, within the walls of the 
State Prison. 

The law requires that.all legal executions 
in Nebraska shall be held at the peniten- 
tiary, under the supervision of the warden. 
It does net specify, however, that the war- 
den or any other person shall spring the 
trap. In Barker’s case, Warden Beemer 
shrinks from the duty, as do the other of- 
ficfals at the penitentiary. 

But Barker has stepped inte the breach 
and informed the warden that he will be 
his own hangman. Barker has frankly 
confessed that he is guilty. H® even ad- 
mits that he deserves thse punishment 
which the law prescribes. 

But the warden was not satisfied that 
sich a proceeding would be legal, and he 
acecrdingly applied to the Attorney-Gener- 
al for a legal opinion. 

Deputy Attorney-General Thompson gave 
the subject thoughtful consideration and 
finelly advised the Warden that the law 

rely made it mandatory upon the latter 
to see to it that Barker is hanged upon the 
day set by the courts decree, and that 
there ts nothing whatever to prohibit Bar- 
ker from acting as his own executioner. 

The opinion of the legal authorities has 
been conveyed to Barker, and he still de-

NO CLEW FOUND DURING 
SIXTEEN DAYS’ SEARCH 


Story of Theft, Kept Secret Since 
May 4, Shows Skill With 
Which Robber Worked—Plun- 
der Taken From Shelf. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NWDW YORK. May %.—Three diamonds, 
cut from the world-famous Excelsior stone 
and valued in the aggregate at $90,000, dis- 
appeared from Tiffany & Co.’s shop at 15 
Union Square. : 

Satisfied that they were stolen by some 
person in their employ, but mystified by 
the strange circumstances connected with 
the theft and the absence of clews, the 
company hes set in motion the detective 
forces of two continents in their endeavor 
to recover the precious gems. 

In all, 10 diamonds were cut from the 
Excelsior last fall, shortly after its pur- 
chase by Tiffany & Co. from an .English 
syndicate. The stone waS found at Jagers- 
fontein, South Africa, in 1893, and in the 
rough weighed 971 carats. It was the 
largest diamond that has ever been cut

up, and the total value of the 10 stones 


‘taken from it was $500,000. 


Five of the diamonds were sold by Tif- 
fany to well-known New Yorkers last 
Christmas. Of the remaining five the com- 
pany has Now only two. 

The robbery was committed in the work- 
shop on the fifth floor of the Tiffany build- 
ing in Unton Square, in the afternoon of 
Thursday, May 4. The next morning when 
the department manager tht to take 
them from the safe in which they should 
have Been locked up for the night, they 
had disappeared. 

In fact, the three diamonds, upon which 
a trusted workman had been employed all 
of May 4, had never been placed in the 
‘safe. Loosely wrapped in paper, the $90,000 
worth of.jewels had been laid by the 
workman on the shelf of the window in the 
wire cage which separates the office from 
the workshop. 

The theory is that some one in the 
shop who knew the vatue of the contents 
of the folded paper, stole it before the 
articles lying on the shelf with {it had been 
put in the safe. The man whose duty it 
was to lock up the valuables @id not miss 
thé dlamonds. It wae when the artificer 
asked for the @Mamonds next morning to 
finish his job of setting them that the 
theft was discovered. 

The sensation in the house of Tiffany 
caused by the robbery was great. Nearly 
every employe knows of it. All feel more or 
less under suspicion, and will so feel unti) 
the guilty person is found. 

Strenuous efforts have been made to 
keep the story a secret. The employes have 
been warned to keep quiet under pain of 
dismissal. Their knowledge is shared in 
this country only by Inspector O’Brien, 
some of his detectives and the Pinkerton 
agency. Scotland Yard, London, is working 
on the cage, as are also detectives in Paris 
and other European cities. 

Although 16 days have elapsed since the 
robbery was committed, not one satisfac- 
tory clew has been found, but Tiffany &

the time the Diamond Trust was formed, 
eight men had a lease of a diamond mine 
at Jagersfontein, South Africa. When the 
lease terminated an Hinglish nobleman vig- 
ited the mine.

If Senator Lodge does not utterly repu- 
diate his secretary, a scandal may result 
as a result of the attempt of the New York 
Continental Jewell Filtration Co., which is 
building the $1,200,000 dry dock at the 
Charleston navy yard, to exert »volitical 
influence to secure a less rigid compliance 
with the specifications. 

Its efforts thus far have falled on ao- 
count of the firm stand taken by Lieut. 
James G. Walker, the. civil. engineer in 
charge of the work, and Rear Admiral En- 
dicott, Chief of the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks, but the company has threatened to 
appea)] to higher authority.

Fol- 
lowing the removal of the last of two in- 
spectors it was found that many of the 
granite blocks which he had pasged and 
which were piled up ready to be put into 
the dock, were not cut in accordance with 
specifications and they were thrown out,

The last inspector was removed a month 
ago, when Lieut.

Ubero Exposures Have Put Gov- 
ernment on the Watch and 
Rigid Inquiry Into Methods of 
Some Concerns Is Ordered.

By = Pen ante Bureau of 
WASHINGTON, May 20.—The Ubero 
rubber and coffee a 
co against ARB a arabs order wes 
recently igsued, are not the only ones of 
the kind. 
It develops that about 150 companies have 
been operating throughout the country, 
many of which are of the same general 


The facts gathered prove that about $60,- 
000,000 of American money have been paid 
into speculative Mexican plantation com- 
Panies. Many of them have gone out of 
_g@xistence. Others are now in the hands 
of receivers; and stili others are reorgan- 
' dging. General action on the part of the 

authorities in various sections, against a 

large number of these concerns, is now 

likely. 
Very few have in any way justified the 
“extravagant literature that hag been scat- 
tered from one end of the country to the 
other, They have sold stock on the in- 
“stallment plan, in spite of several warn- 
ings that have been put up by the United 

States Government and the consular rep- 

resentatives of this country in Mexico. 

The high price of rubber has been the 
firat factor which has made possible the 
development of these companiés and the 
gale of their securities. Again tropical 
agriculture being largely in the experi- 
mental state, the scheme has been a fruit- 
ful one to unscrupulous promoters, be- 

Cause is was easy to deceive the uniniat- 


In nearly all cases the plan of operation 
in these companies has been the same. 
First, a large number of acres of land 
would be purchased at a low price. This 
wild land is readily obtainable in Mexico 
from 60 to 75 cents an acre. The land being 
secured, a company would be formed with 
a large capital, known: as a development 
company and controlled by the insiders. 

This step being taken, a second company 
was organized and a contract would be 
made between the two by which company 
number two, whose securities would be 
bought by the public, would purchase the 
land from company number one, with the 
further agreement that number one would 
plan certain rubber trees and other tropical 
products, and care for them for a period 
of about fifty months. For this, company 
“No. 1 would receive $300 an acre. 

If the rubber and coffee trees were hon- 
‘ egtiy planted, according to this contract, 
and properly cared for for the full period of 
§@ months, it would not cost company No. 1, 
including the payments made for the land 
itgelf, more than $60 for the entire period of 
&@ months. There would thus be a net 
profit of about $250 an acre to the pro- 
moters, while the public took all the risk. 
But few of these development companies 
have made the plantings called for or have 
earéd for the land according to the con- 
tract. It has ‘been possible.to cover this 
wp, because in the majority of cases the 
inside company was controlled and owned 
by the promoters of the second company 
most of the time, artd the small holders of 
‘gtock were in no position to find out the 
true conditions.

DENVER, Colo., May 20.—On account of 
&@ fight between County Clerk Sommers and 
County Recorder Byrne 1600 marriage li- 
censes have not been recorded and there 
is no legal proof that these people'are mare 
ried. Both these officials claim the fees 
for recording licenses. Mayor Speer has 
decided in favor of the clerk, but the 
recorder refuses to honor this decision and 
so the licenses are not recorded. Both 
officials refuse to take care of the certifi- 
cates after they are returned legally signed 
by the minisier performing the ceremony 
and the witnesses and these, the only legal 
evidence of the marriages, are reported lost. 

Every marriage license that has been 
solemnized since July 1, 1964, is without of- 
ficial record in the office of the County Re- 


corder, 

Not one of the 3000 happy men and 
women who have been joined by God's di- 
vine law during that time has a scratch of 
writing on record to show that such mar- 


riage has ever taken place. 

Should it ever be necessary for any of 
these to show proof by the record of the 
legality of any marriage it will be imposs- 
ible to establish the fact of such mar- 
riage ‘to the satisfaction of any court in 
the country. : 

This alarming state of affairs. which 1s 
causing widespread consternation among 
those who have been joined in wedlock dur- 
ing the past 11 months, is due to the dispute 
which arose at that time between Record- 
er Robert J. Byrne and City Clerk’ E. E. 
Sommers as to which office should wave the 
issuance of the marriage licenses and the 
emoiuments from such privilege. 

In former years the Recorder had the 
right to issue the licenses and to record 


them in proper form after the minister 
had made the return to the office. When 
Sommers was elected to the office of City 
Clerk he asserted his rights to have the 

License Department transferred to his own 
office in the City Hall. Recorder Byrne ob- 
jected strenuously to the change and re- 
fused to recognize the right of the City 
Clerk to exercise any such . eT 
When Mayor Speer was calle into the 
matter he sustained Sommers’ view of the 
case and the license department was closed 
in the Reeorder’s office in the Courthouse. 

When Sommers made his first report to 
the County Treasurer at the end of the first 
month he was in office he incorporated in 
his report over his signature a\ note 
to the effect that $1 of each marriage 
fee of $2.50 should be placed to the credit 
of the recorder’s office for the recording 
of the marriage. Treasurer Elder and Re- 
corder Byrne have refused to take any 
notice of this request. 

Recorder Byrne has refused to record 
or make any entry’ on the books of his 
office on the ground that he must have 
$1 to show for such marriage that is 
placed on record. As the minister could 
not be required to produce the fee be- 
for the record was made, as it had al- 
rendy been included when the original 
application was filed, the recorder de- 
clined to make any such entry. 

On the other hand Treasurer. Elder re- 
fused to pay any attention to the request 
of Sommers, on the ground that the law 
did not permit him to segregate any 
moneys from one office and place it to the 
credit of any other. 

The matter has rested in this condition 
since that time, There have been numer- 
ous complaints made at both offices on ac- 
count of the irregularity. In several in- 
stances persons have called at the record- 
er’s office for the purpose of looking up the 
data in certain marriages. When they were 
unable to learn what they desired a strenu- 
ous kick has been the result and threats 
to find out the reason why have been nu- 
merous. .

SETTLEMENT IS UPSET 
BY EXPRESS COMPANIES 


Big Concerns’ Refusal to’ Accept 
Any Help Engaged: in Recent 
Struggle Ends Negotiations— 
Ranks to Be Greatly Swelled. 


CHICAGO, May 21, 1:30 A. M.—With 
peace apparently a question of but a few 
hours, the Chicago Teamsters’ Uriion has 
decided, not only to continue, but to spread 
the strike. 

The negotiaijons for a settlement of the 
struggle were broken off by the teamsters’ 
joint council as a result of the express 
companies’ refusal to take back any of 
their striking employes. 

All others of the strike-bound concerns 
agreed to find places for their men as rap- 
idly as possibile. The express companies 
vowed that they would never again em- 
ploy a man who had gone out on a sym- 
pathetic strike. 
Other branches of the teaming trade will 
be called on to join in the fight Monday 
and, if necessahy, every teamster in Chica- 
go will go out. The total number is placed 
at about 30,000. 
Mayor Dunne has already stated that, in 
the even of t spread.in the atrike, he would 
call for the militia. He had supposed the 
Struggle virtually over, however, and 
Sheriff Barrett was dismigsing hie extra 
deputies. What action they will take, in 
the light of the latest revelopment, is un- 
certain. 

The terms announced by the employers 
were as follows: 

“That the teamsters shall recognize the 
Employers’ Association Teaming Co. as a 
permanent institution, ¢émploying nonunion 


drivers under ‘open shop’ rules. 

“All strikers are to be reinstated when- 
ever vacancies exist, except that the .em- 
ployers will not consider the applications 
of men who have been guilty of lawless 
conduct during the strikg. 

“The settlement of the strike with other 
concerns jis not to include the express 
coropanies. 

“Union drivers must deliver goods to ex- 
press companies irrespective of strike con- 
ditions. 

“Working conditions to be the same as 
before the strike. The prosecutions already 
started in the Federal Court under the in- 
unctions and in the Criminal Court are to 
e continued.’ 

These terms were, yesterday afternoon, 
verbally accepted by the leaders of the 
Teamster’s Union, with a promise to sub- 
mit them to the executive committee of the 
tear.eters.

INDORSE MANUAL TRAINING 


Condemns Before Manufacturers’ 
Association Trades Union Pol- 
icy of Limiting Apprentices. 


At the tenth annual convention of the 
National Association of Manufacturers, 
held at Atlanta, ex-Congressman Anthony 
Ittner of St. Louis presented the report of 
the Committee on Industrial Edutation. 
The following excerpts are of interest, the 
question of apprenticeship being of great 
moment. In urging the need of industrial 
education and freedom of apprenticeship 
Mr. Ittner strongly condemned the trades 
union policy of limiting apprenticeship. Mr. 
Ittner said: 

The question of the right education for 
the American youth is second only in im- 
portance to his having’an education at all. 
Bighty per cent of our public school pupils 
drop out of the schools before attending 
the High School, and 97 per cent of all our 
public school pupils, from the primary 
grades to the High Schools, drop out before 
graduation from the High School. Out of 
16,255,088 ~pupils enrolled in the schools of 
the whole country only 165,000 are students 
in the colleges or high schools; only one in 
100 have the benefit of a higher training. 
We must never lose sight of the fact that 
the large majority of the working people 
of all nations are poor, and because of their 
poverty they are forced to begin the battle 
of life at an early age. The need of the 
hour is that something. be doné for the 
children of this great and worthy class. " 
Formerly the apprenticeship system of- 
fered to the American boy the opportunity. 
to learn a trade, but today the changing 
industrial conditions and the opposition of 
organized labor have nearly déstroyed this 
former ne of Si Se aL 


The present ditiadenl nee manual train- 
ing schools should receive our fullest in- 
dorsement. But these schools do not reach 
the great class of the American youth 
most in need of technical or industrial edu- 
cation. To authorize and found and or- 
ganize trade acho jis in which a youth of 
our land may be taught the practical and 
technical knowledge of a trade is the most 
important issue before the American peo- 
ple ‘today. * * * The New’ York T§aie 
School, established in 1881 by Col. R. T. 
‘Auchmuty, is our best example of a pure- 
ly trade school—maintained by Col. Auch- 
muty mp to 162 unaided, in that year en- 
dowed by Mr. J. Pierpunt Morgan with 
$500, 000.

The absurd doctrine that we, as a na- 
tion, can have too many skilled mechan- 
ics or that the l\Aimerican youth can be 
too well educgted in ‘his trade or calling 
is, as we have said, unaccountable. It 
ought to be recognized as a_ acientific 
truth that the higher the skill possessed 
bp a mechanic ‘the more valuable is his 
labor, both to himself, his employer and 
the community. The more effective labor 
becomes, the higher the wages it com- 
mands, It is the workingman himself who 
will receive the greatest reward from the 
acquirement of trade education. The more 
mechanical skill we have the greater will 
be our national and individual wealth and 
prosperity. To say hat we have too much 
knowledge or too many intelligent work- 
ers is like saying that we have too many 
shoes, too many suits of clothes, or too 
many of ‘tthe other good things of life. 
In 190 a contracting firm en New York 
employed 4900 skilled- mechanics direg 
from Europe, paying them 58) cents per 
day above the union rate, because it was 
impossible to secure such valuable work- 
men in our greatest industrial center. We 
should not depend upon Burope for our 
skill; we must educate our own boys.

The German technical and trade schools 
are at once the admiration and fear of all 
countries. In the world’s race for com- 
mercial supremacy we must copy and im- 
prove upon the German method of educa- 
tion. Germany relies’ chiefly upon her 
trained workers for her commercia! suc- 
cess and prosperity. She puts no limit on 
the money to be expended in trade and 
technical education. The best and univer- 
sal thought of Germany has every confi- 
dence that the returns from such invest- 
ment have paid. and will pay enormous 
dividends. With the successful establish- 
ment of industrial education her emigra- 
tion has decreased 90 per cent. Industrial 
education has so enormously increased the 
opportunity for skilled labor, ‘by increasing 
the old and establishing new business, that 
Germany keeps her youth at home. The 
secret of her wonderful development in 
production and commerce is her trade and 
technical schools.

NEW YORK, May 4).—John Barrett, new 
American Minister to Colombla, who has 
been shifted from the same diplomatic post 
at Panama, painted an alarming picture of 
unhealthy conditions on the isthmus after 
he arrived here today on the steamer Ad- 
vance. 

“I see no reason for dectiving the pub- 
lic,"’ said Barrett. “‘Not onty is there yel- 
low fever at Colon, but the conditions are 
alarming.” 

This was absolutely startling. in view of 
the recent interviews given out by Gen. 
Davis. the Governor of the strip. These 
remarks come after the flight of about 70 
employes and clerks, who were taking no 
chances. In spite of representations of 
Government officials it ts now admitted 
that it will be vears before the same con- 


ditions of rood health prevail in Panama as 
in Havana. 

“The greAt problem that now confronts 
us is not enginecring or the administerin 
of the laws.” said Mr. Barrett, ‘but healt 
end sanitation. 

“f do not wish to be eonsidered pessimis- 
tie, for I believe these problems of sanita- 
tion will be overcome, but the Government 
has to face a more serious question than it 
ov er had to face before. 

“Every building on the isthmus jis being 
frequently fumigated. All of the men are 
sleeping under nets. Of course, they may 
kill off all the mosquitoes, but the fever 
may continue through the rainy season, 
which lasts until November.”

It was at the recent audience granted to 
Mr. Morgan by the Pope that the financier 
availed himself of the opportunity tp refer 
delicately to the reports that the Vatican's 
financial condition is somewhat straitened. 

Mr. Morgan volunteered his services to 
reorganize the finances on a more produc- 
tive basis, referring especially to the ar- 
rangement which. places .the Vatican's 
money in the Rothschilds hands, where 


they earn an average only of 2 per cent, 
and expressing the opinion that the same 
amount, in sound American securities, 
would produce 4 per cent. 

His Holiness thanked Mr. Morgan for his 
suggestions and promptly ordered a report 
from his treasurer on the Vatican's in- 
vestments, which are undoubtedly man- 
aged in the most old-fashioned way.

A STRONG ADVANCE 


Light Receipts ipa Bend Grain to 
Premium—Corn Also at 
Good Prives. 


RUSSIAN WHEAT QUESTION 


Judge Douglas Will Decide Upen 
Permanent Injunction Tues- 
day—Millers Not Unit. 


The real wheat seems to be mighty good 
property. So is corn. The most notice- 
able feature of the week in the cash niar- 
ket has been the rather sensational rise 
of hard wheat from $1 nominal Monday 
for Mo. 2 to $1.96 paid Thursday for a 
car of not the very best. Not until Thurs- 
day was there a good line of all grades 
offered on the cash tables, cnd then Noa. 
2 red sold for $1.0 and $1.06, while tip- 
top No. 3 red brought the same price, 

Even these fancy prices for the real 
grain has not induced a liberal movement 
of grain from the farmers, and here coines 
in a difference of opinion that makes 
speculation. Those bearishly inclined blame 
the lack of free shipments onto the rains. 
They say rains have so delayed farm 
work that the farmers cannot find time to 
haul their holdings. The bulls say the 


farmers have no wheat. 

‘nese rains, coupied with cool weather, 
have had a direct effect on the July option 
and have caused a pronounced buil move- 
ment that has had sensational spurts. Up 
until the first of this month the season 
was so forward that it was expected the 
harvest would be early, and lots of new 
wheat would be offered on the market be- 
fore the end of July. Now the prospect 
is for a rather late harvest; as the growth 
of the grain has been materially retarded, 
and July wheat becomes virtualNy an old 
grain settlement—option at least, there will 
b2 no flood of grain fresh from the thresh- 
ing machine, unless growing and ripening 
aro stimulated by some means not now 
known to the speculators. A few bright, 
warm days mi work wonders, but it 
would be the wonder of wonders if they 
brought the harvest around in the dates 
‘expected a month ago. Kansas City is ex- 
pected to get a fair amount of the early 
harvest grain and the July price there

the recognition as a disease of a 

widespread malady that is not yet 
dealt with in medical works. 

It is a disease of the brain which 
manifests itself 
love of money. Not for the things 
that money will buy, but for the 
possession of the cold hard cash. 

Hence the word coined by a St. 
‘Louis alienist to fill the want of a 
scientific term to describe this 
strictly latter-day disease. Arga- 
volia is a compound of two Greek 
words, arg, from argyrion, mean- 
ing money, and avola, meaning a 
eraze or madness, so that the name 
means money madness. 

In the news of last week ap- 
peared the case of Leslie Stock- 
well, mail teller in a Kansas City 
bank, who admitted having taken 
$1700 of the bank’s funds. He 
“was found to have deposited the 
-money in savings banks to his own 
-eredit without having spent a 
penny of his stealings. 

His excuse for the peculations, 
which were in small sums, $10 or 
$15 a day, was that he wanted to 
_ show the bank’s officials how easy 
it was for one in his position to 

without being detected. After 
hie first theft of $10, which he put 
‘in another bank to his credit, he 
“determined, he says, to make at 
least a thousand dollars before dis- 
 aloaing his abstraction of the 
= bank’s funds. 
_ Stockwell had no bad habits, did 
not play the races or drink and 
was of most exemplary character. 
‘His case caused the discovery of 
‘the new disease.

“Fear of being found out seems to have 
vanished under the glamor of possible suc- 
cess and the defaulter seems to consider 
only ‘How much money. will I be prorth if 
my plans are successful? 

‘Within six months, | venture to say, 
there have been a thousand crimes of a 
nature similar to those of Stockwell and 
Bigelow. Not all of them have been 
found out and many of them discovered 
have not been made pubiic. 

“Those that have come to light are as a 
voleanic eruption. They show the condi- 
tion of the depths beneath. The whole 
country is seething with a spirit of specu- 
lation. Stock gambling, horse racing and 
all the other ‘get-rich-quick’ ways of mak- 
ing money have an army of devotees, 


“One effect already seen will be to raise 
the criminal to a higher plane. Crimes of 
violence will be far outnumbered by crimes 
showing great skill and ingenuity of 


finance in concepition and execution. 
“It may come to such a pass that the 


jail and state prisons will be in a way 680- 
cial centers of the communities if the big 
rogues are caught. The Raffles type of ‘vil- 
lain may not be so uncommon in real life. 

“When I was a young man there was a 
sense of business and personal honor that 
forbade a man to take advantage of the 
necessities of his fellows. If there was a 
shortage of any commodity in the city, 
none of the merchants would try to corner 
the market, 
above the legitimate profit on the particu- 
lar goods. 
deemed dishonest, and the offender would 
have been called sharply to account by 
pute opinion. 

‘Nowadays if there is a coal famine, a 
shortage in ice or in any commodity, the 
jackscrew under the ‘price is raised to the 
highest notch. The public is made to pay 
Yor their misfortune or lack of foresight. 

“All this cornering and squeezing and 
watering of sto¢ks is merely one manifes- 
tation of the money-craze. Those who 
practice such methods of acquiring wealth 
are dishonest according to all ethical and 
moral standards. ‘ : 

“What will be the end cannot be fore- 
geen. Bvery vetion has gone.through pe- 
riods where the moral backbone of the 
race seemed broken. Some never recov- 
ered, because they did not know the rem- 
ody. while others shoveled the sand foun- 


‘dations away til they came to Solid rock. 


“It is no use trying to disguise or pal- 
liate the gravity of our present national 
situation, and if moral purpose is to tri- 
umph ove: this money disease, it is time 
to make a start. 

“No pendulum swings always one way 
and the revulsion against {ll-gotten wealth 
is coming. 

“I can see no otiur way to root out this 
money mania froin the brain than by in- 
stilling right principles into the young and 
teaching them at the outset that money 
docs not me@an the great success of life. 

Physicians who have made a specialty of 
insanity consider this money mania as not 


CRIME SCIENTIST ON 
DISEASE’S MANIFESTATIONS 


Dr. Mare Ray Hughes, associate editor 
of the Allenist and Neurologist, who has 
given especial study to the criminally in- 
sane, is emphatic in hie agsertion that 
modern commercialism has given rise to a 
mental disease whose manifestation is an 
inordinate and uncontrollat@e craze for 
wealth. 

“argavolia,’’ its scientific name, is the 
invention of Dr. Hughes, who describes 
it from his standpoint as alienist and 
neurologist. In his work as professor of 
nenrology and psychology in Barnes Medi- 
cal College, Dr. Hughes has familiarized 
himself with the literature bearing on the 
criminal and criminally insane, so that he 
speaks as one having authority on the 
causes and underlying brain changes 
brought about by the disease as it pro. 
presses. 

‘There can be no doubt,” said Dr. 
Hughes, “that money madness is a dis- 
ease strongly differentiated from other 
mental affiicttons. This case of Stockwell 
is of great interest to me because it is 
ot the highest type in its lack of other 
motive than the pure love of money for 
money's sake. 

“Some afflicted with this disease seem to 
have other motives, but if traced to the 
limit of analysis the craze for wealth is 
found to be their mainspring. 

“Few of the great army of financiers ¢s- 
cape this disease. They may not have it at 
the start, but. like young Stockwell, they 
like to see the pile grow and they try to 
make it increase faster. One and only one 
of the financiers, who go often figure in the 
public eye, can 1 exempt from the disease; 
that {is John W. Gates, who is too good a 
sportsman to care for his millions as mere 
money. He considers his ‘pile’ the ammun!- 
tien with which to bring down his game, 
whether bull or bear, in speculation. 

“This ‘argavolia’ ae I might call it, is 
not a germ @isenae, but depends on brain 
changes so subtie that the real seat of 
the affliction may net easily be deter- 
mined. 

"It is a question whether pathological 
changes in the brain could we found which 
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nor would prices be raised |

it ie unwieldly and keeps them from tak- 
ing pleasure in it. 

“This disease results from a lack of har- 
mony in two forces of the brain. In the 
normal brain the centrifugal and centripet- 
al forces act together, the centrifugal be- 
ing the balance wheel of the mind, and 
preventing the predominance of any one 
subject. 


“In the lives of all theee money-mad 
men, what ip the chief objective percept? 
Money, money, money. They begin by 
having a hundred percepts evenly distrib- 
uted by the centrifuga! force, but by sheer 
force of will, ail other percepts are grad- 
ually excluded until the balance whee! 
becomes deranged through incessant activ- 
ity in one line. Then it loses control and 
lastead of centering relevant percepts to 
be given over to the centrifugal force for 
common group of percepts, the group per- 
taining to mroney. 

“Such a state of the brain is called de 
generacy. The casual observer may think 
that men effected with argavolla are gen- 
iuses so far as money-getting is con- 
cerned, but they are more than geniuses, 
they are degenerates. 


Genius is only a hair’s breadth from de- 
geleracy and the mental activity becomes 
acute as the heighth of sane development 
in One direction is reached, but between 
Che highest point of genius and the low- 
est depth of degeneracy there is only a 
steep declivity, down which the mind 
rushes rapidly if the balance or centrifuga! 
force be disturbed. When this heppens, 
the one percept is allowed to rule and 
may become delusion bearing, as in cases 
of religious frenzy. 

“The time is coming when legislatures 
will be compelled to take cognizance of 
this state of mind and to enact laws pro- 
tecting the monéy-mad from themselves. 
If the limit of possessions to be held by 
one man were fixed at a million and all 
individual fortunes over that amount be 
forbidden, it might solve the difficulty. One 
milion is enough for most men to manage, 
although some may become as badly af- 
Micted with argavolia from the possession 
of J million as others from ten or a hun- 
dred times that sum. 

“One interesting result of the disease 
is the change it makes in the faces of 


et ee 


those it dominates. There is a type of 
countenance that might be called the ‘‘finan- 
cial,”"” composed of elements which ev- 
ery business man possesses in some degree, 
and when we find a type which is over- 
whelmingtly financial, money madness will 
ofien be discovered in the features. 

“Take the faces of Bigelow and Mrs. 
Chadwick, for consideration. 

‘Mrs. Chadwick is moré of a frank than 
a scheming disposition. She is of more 
open nature than either of the great finan- 
clers. Her strength is in her eyes, which 
are fathomless. She could look one straight 
in the face and plan one’s undoing without 
a hint becoming visible to the observer. 
She has some characteristics about her 
mouth, which shows a strongly marked 
desire for the possession of money. 

“Bigelow’s face is utterly et variance with 
the financial type. Not one line of it can be 
called criminal or degenerate. It is the 
face of a good man and I should call it a 
fine example of sterling worth and honesty. 

“How a man with such a fece could 
commit a orime for the possession of 
money, I cannot understand. There must 
have been some other motive for his em- 
bezslements. His face is that of a hard 
worker without trace of i originality. 

“Love of family is the most predomi- 
nent trait and the whole ‘face is that of a 
level-headed and well-balanced man. I 
can find no trace of money madness in it 
and cannot believe that such a man would 
deliberately plan a robbery no matter how 
much money would result # it were car- 
ried through successfully. 

“To the student of humanity, the sad- 
dest thing about this inordinate lust for 
wealth is the effect that it has on the 
descendants of the money mad. Almost 
without exception they are neurotic and 
come close to a general degeneracy rather 
than a monomaniacal condition. Perhaps 
it is nature's way of eliminating the un- 
desirable in brain development, just as she 
climinates a deformity of the body. 

“Thoee afflicted with argavolia should 
not be envied their possessions, which do 
them no good, but should be pitied for 
having this disease that drives them to 
@uch lengths in their mad desire and craze 
for wealth.”

1X MONTHS have now elapsed since the discovery of °“}:-

The spectacle at night when the great ovens, in which thousands of 
loaves of bread are being baked, are running at full blast with St. Louis 
natural gas, is exceedingly significant and attracts numerous visitors to 
the bakery. Natural gas experts from various parts of the country have 
visited the scene and studied the conditions under which the gas was 
found and is being used. In the meanwhile the conviction grows that 
other and larger natural gas wells may be tapped beneath our feet. The 
proprietors of the bakery hope to find more gas on their land, for it is 
exceedingly profitable. Other wells are being sunk in the immediate 
neighborhood in the search for gas and there are those who believe that 
elsewhere in St. Louis it is certain to be found. 

The importance of this subject to St. Louis lies in the fact that a big: 
strike of gas under the city would revolutionize industry and add mani- 
fold to the popvilation. With natural gas abundant and cheap it is said 
that St. Louis would speedily have a million population and a business 
boom such as it has never had before. 

The geological formation under St. Louis, with an abundance-of Tren- 
ton rock at a depth of about 700 feet, leads many experts to believe that 
- important strikes may be made in the near future, now that it is known

WAS invited to take a look at the paintings in t!e

Wuerpel and his able assistants have been at work 
for some months. Of all men in St. Louis today Mr. Wve:- 
pel is the one who ought to have been intrusted with the 
work of restoring historical pictures of this kind, and | 
am free to say that his work in the Court House has been 

admirably executed in spite of numerous difficulties.

The slaughter wes something terrible at old Fort S! 
Louis, according to Weimar. He certainly earned the 
money he reveived jor this picture, by not only supplyiny 
a scene of terrific sircggle, but by throwing in enough 
dead bodies to satisiy any reasonable man. I would have 
no objection-to the picture if the bodies had been pri pe |s 
painted. Even dead bodies have a distinct artistic va.ue 
if they are put on canvas the way Verestchagin used to 
paint them, and if we had 30 or 40 of such dead bodies 
in the dome of the Court House, it might tend to make the 
place “an art center,” as a reporter described it. But a 
large collection of dead bodies of impossible individuals, 
out of drawing, out of perspective, out of focus and simply 
scattered around, apparently to add to the already too 
vivid horrors of the scene, is more than any painter it 
justified in delivering for $200. Such a number of dead 
bodies in one picture at this price is against all the union 
rules of art. 

| then toek a look at “The landing of Laclede.” A 
curious thing about this picture is that the moon has been 
lost in the course of resturation. The picture at one time 
in the bands »f Mr. Weimar was a moonlight acene, with 
a large harvest moon hanging over the Mississippi in the 
northeast corner. Laclede apparently was in the act of 
discovering St. Louis about 9 6’clock in the evening. As 
the picture stands today the moon has disappeared and 
the discovery of St. Louis is apparently taking place about 
midday. Laclede appears to be a stout, middle-aged gen- 
tleman wearing knickerbockers, wl.» seeme to be making 
a Fourth-of-July oration from the top-of hia boat for the 
benefit of a group of Indian gentlemen at the foot of Olive 
atreet.. 

1 don’t understand exactly how the boat depicted in 
this picture ever floated on the Mississippi river or any- 
where else, and, although | have a considerable know!- 
edge of nautical matters, | am at a loss to know how she 
wan ever propelled by the sails shown in the picture. or 
how she could have been steered. However, Mr. Laclede 

may have had his own ideas on this subject, and I will give 
him the benefit of the doubt and believe that he came up 
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the river in a boat of this ‘ind. | must say, however, 
that the idea of nailing a deer’s horns on the top of the 
mast is “a new one on me,” while the river itself seems 
vreatly to have increa ed in size since those days, if, in- 
deed, the discovery is not taking place in the River Des 
Peres. 

Still more ,emarkable is “De Soto Liscovering the Mis- 
sissippi.” Historical students who study this work of art 
will learn with astonishment that De Soto’s expedition 
was accompanied by delivery wag ns, such as may be seen 
in the streets of St. Louis today, depositing kegs of beer 


in front of saloons. T never knew before that De Soto

NEW PAINTINGS ARE NEEDED. 


HILE a liberal appropriation for 
W. the cleaning up of the pictures 
in the dome of the Courthouse 
was made as a_ result of the 
exposure of their impending ruin = 
in the Post-Dispatch Sunday Maga- 
zine, it provided only for their — res- 
toration to their original condition so far 
as was possible. It was not intended that 
new pictures should be painted or the old 
ones improved or altered in drawing. The 
restorers had no option in the matter, be- 
ing compelled simply to clean the pictures, 
and it was beyond their authority to at- 
tempt any ¢orrection of artistic errors in 
the original work: Those who have seen 
the pictures have expressed their admira- 
tion at the thorough and workmanlike 
manner in which the restoration has been 
performed, but they say that. had any- 
body known the wretched character of 
these pictures as works of art, it would 
have been much more desirable to have 
directed Mr: Wuerpel to paint an entire- 
ly new set of pictures.

AC Curious Candle. 


‘ CURIOUS candle is made by the In- 


dians on the Pacific Coasi of Brit- 
ish Columbian. It is ai ttle fish 
called “Enlanchon.” or “candle-fish.” | In 
length it is no longer than one inch and 
looks like a smell’. In fatty material it 
is the richest Of al! fishes, and from this 
it becomes an excellent substitute for can- 
dies. The Indians dry it, and then it wil! 
burn with a bright flame. Sometimes they 
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light if simply at the tail, but oftener they 
run a wick of woody threads through the 
body of the fish. Dried and smoked this 
fish makes a delicious food for winter use 
—at least the Indians say so, and the oil 
is used in place of butter by the squaws.

FEW mornings ago | was on an ele- 
A vated railroad train in New York 

City. Facing me as TI sat down was 
a uniformed messenger boy.
